COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

Measles  cases  were  more  numerous  than  in  the  previous  year,  particularly 
in  the  second  and  fourth  quarters,  but  very  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified.  A  few  cases  of  infective  jaundice  were  notified  in  the  first  three  quarters 
of  the  year,  and  only  one  in  the  last  quarter. 

Food  poisoning  notifications  were  more  nurrerous  than  for  several  years. 
One  general  outbreak  occurred  in  an  industrial  canteen,  affecting  ten  people. 
No  specified  cause  was  found,  nor  was  any  article  of  food  proved  to  be  responsible^ 

20  cases  in  four  family  outbreaks,  and  three  single  cases  were  investigated 
without  responsible  organism  or  food  being  identified.  Also  investigated  were  12 
salmonella  infections,  not  evidently  food  borne.  Seven  were  due  to  infection 
with  S.  typhimurium,  and  the  others  due  to  agona,  enteritis,  heidelberg,  thompson 
and  Virchow  salmonellae. 

Fewer  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  than  in  1972.  Sonne  infections  were 
confirmed  in  52  persons,  comprising  14  adults  and  38  children  in  24  families. 
Suspected  dysentery  in  136  other  households  resulted  in  submission  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  specimens  from  314  persons,  all  reported  negative  for 
pathogens.  Included  in  the  314  were  42  school  mealsstaff  and  10  teachers, evidence 
of  the  good  co-operation  between  the  school  meals  service  and  health  department, 
but  not  indicating  a  higher  level  of  infection  than  in  the  rest  of  the  community. 

A  child  aged  seven  years  developed  typhoid  fever  and  was  admitted  to  hospital 
about  four  weeks  after  returning  from  a  hospital  in  Italy.  The  history  was  vague, 
but  he  was  certainly  unwell  whilst  in  Italy,  and  increasingly  unwell  after  returning 
to  Southampton,  where  he  attended  school  for  a  week  before  admission  to  hos¬ 
pital.  The  child  made  a  good  recovery  and  contacts  at  home  and  school  were 
found  to  be  free  from  infection. 

One  cholera  contact  was  kept  under  surveillance  on  return  from  a  holiday 
abroad.

COMMENTS 

Our  death  rate  for  tuberculosis  this  year  was  below  the  national  figure,  but  our 
notification  rate  was  above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  and  has  risen  during 
1973.  When  it  is  broken  down,  it  is  shown  that  9  of  the  cases  notified  came  off 
ships  (crew)  and  eventually  moved  elsewhere,  and  10  were  among  immigrants  living 
in  the  City,  several  suffering  from  significant  tuberculous  glands  requiring  pro¬ 
longed  treatment,  in  several  cases  in  hospital.  These  were  all  adults,  and  may 
indicate  a  need  to  extend  the  range  for  BCG  vaccination  for  immigrants,  who 
appear  to  be  more  susceptible  than  our  own  population.  The  need  for  vigilance 
in  the  control  of  tuberculosis  must  still  be  emphasised. 

V.D.  SERVICES 

Report  by  Dr.  R.  M.  WARREN,  Director  V.D.  Services 

The  numbers  of  new  patients  attending  at  the  Special  Treatment  Centre  rose 
again  in  1973.  A  total  of  4,943  (4,776)  consisted  of  3,333  (3,217)  males  and  1,610 
( 1 ,559)  females. 

Syphilis 

Seventeen  (II)  males  and  4  (3)  females  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  early 
infectious  syphilis,  and  all  but  3  males  were  diagnosed  in  the  last  six  months  of 
the  year.  VVhere  information  could  be  obtained  it  was  found  that  8  males  and 
2  females  were  infected  in  the  locality  of  the  clinic,  and  6  males  were  infected 
overseas. 

22  males  and  2  females  were  also  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  early  latent 
syphilis.  This  indicated  a  significant  increase  in  syphilis  recently. 

29%  of  the  males  infections  were  homosexually  acquired. 

Gonorrhoea 

The  incidence  of  gonorrhoea  continued  to  fall,  304  (362)  male  cases  and  140  (194) 
female  cases  attended.  Of  these  188  males  and  132  females  were  infected  locally, 
59  males  and  5  females  elsewhere  in  the  U.K.  and  49  males  and  3  females  overseas. 

17%  of  the  male  gonorrhoea  was  homosexually  acquired.

This  is  the  last  report  1  shall  be  writing  in  respect  of  the  work  at  Southampton 
Special  Clinic  and  it  is  of  interest  to  compare  it  with  my  first  written  for  the 
year  1938.  Out  of  a  total  of  890  new  patients  58  had  early  Syphilis,  404  had 
Gonorrhoea  and  308  reported  with  Other  Conditions.  The  “V.D.  Officer”  did 
the  serology  and  bacteriology  for  the  clinics  and  the  Borough  and  Isolation 
Hospitals  and  also  the  Public  Health  bacteriology.

COMMUNITY  NURSING  SERVICE 

Director  of  Nursing  Services  -  MISS  JILLIAN  FOULDS 

The  team  approach  to  family  and  patient  care  has  shown  steady  progress  over 
the  past  year.  The  links  between  the  staff  of  the  Community  Nursing  Service  and 
the  Hospitals  nursing  services,  General  Practitioners  and  other  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  have  continued  to  strengthen  and  closer  co-operation  with  Social 
Services  and  other  departm^ents  has  become  apparent. 

There  has  been  closer  co-operation  and  liaison  with  the  hospital  services  in 
preparation  for  reorganisation  of  the  health  services  on  1st  April,  1974.  To  meet 
these  demands  a  further  liaison  Home  Nursing  Sister  has  been  appointed  and 
Health  Visitor  liaison  schemes  have  been  extended  to  two  further  wards  in  the 
General  Hospital,  two  wards  in  the  Royal  South  Hants  and  to  the  Eye  Hospital, 
the  latter  proving  invaluable  to  the  care  of  elderly  patients  following  surgery. 

The  work  of  the  Geriatric  Liaison  Health  Visitor  based  at  Moorgreen  Day 
Hospital  has  expanded  rapidly  particularly  in  the  field  of  psycho-geriatrics.  Two 
domiciliary  psycho-geriatric  nurses  (R.M.N.)  have  been  appointed  to  meet  these 
needs.  They  will  take  up  their  appointments  early  in  1 974  and  after  their  induction 
course  will  be  attached  one  to  each  Area  as  member  of  the  primary  health  care 
teams,  to  take  referrals  from  the  primary  health  care  teams  and  the  Moorgreen 
Psycho-geriatric  unit. 

The  number  of  day  surgery  patients  has  remained  constant,  although  there  was 
a  decrease  in  the  numbers  cared  for  in  1973  due  to  the  strike  of  the  ancillary 
workers  in  the  hospitals.  There  is,  however,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
being  discharged  early  after  major  surgery  who  required  suture  removal  and 
other  nursing  care. 
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Due  to  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds  there  has  continued  to  be  an  increased 
number  of  patients  requiring  night  nursing  and  the  night  nursing  staff  have  had 
to  be  increased  to  meet  these  needs.  The  Marie  Curie  Foundation  continues  to 
finance  two  night  sisters  to  undertake  the  terminal  care  nursing  of  cancer 
patients. 

Health  Visitors  attached  to  general  practitioners  are  now  undertaking  play¬ 
group  and  child  minding  health  care  as  part  of  their  normal  duties.  A  part-time 
Health  Visitor  is  continuing  the  liaison  between  the  Social  Services  Department 
and  her  Health  Visitor  colleagues  in  this  field. 

Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses  and  other  nursing  staff  attended  family 
planning  appreciation  courses  organised  by  the  Family  Planning  Association  in 
October  and  November,  1973.  These  courses  are  now  compulsory  for  all  mid¬ 
wives.  A  Family  Planning  training  course  for  nurses  was  successfully  held  in 
October,  1973.  Eighteen  nurses  including  Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  School 
Nurses  were  given  theoretical  training,  practical  training  is  now  being  carried 
out,  at  the  end  of  which  successful  candidates  will  be  awarded  the  Family  Planning 
Association  Certificate  to  practice.  Nurses  already  so  qualified,  attended  this 
course  for  up-dating.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  a  similar  course  to  be  held  in  October, 


1974. 


Recruitment  in  Home  Nursing  has  remained  steady  and  waiting  lists  are  held  of 
all  grades  of  nurses  wishing  to  join  this  section.  There  has  been  no  problem  in  the 
recruitment  of  Domiciliary  Midwives  and  Health  Visiting  recruitment  improved 
by  the  Autumn  of  1973.  There  had  been  many  resignations  from  the  Health 
Visiting  section  earlier  in  the  year  due  mainly  to  domestic  reasons  and  of  those 
Health  Visitors  who  left  because  of  pregnancy,  four  have  returned  working  one 
session  a  week  undertaking  child  health  clinics  or  health  education  thus  relieving 
the  established  staff  of  some  of  the  pressures  with  the  added  advantage  of  re¬ 
taining  the  skills  of  these  health  visitors  until  such  time  that  they  are  able  to 
return  to  full  or  part-time  health  visiting. 

There  has  been  a  slight  drop  in  births  during  the  year  in  both  hospital  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  situation.  However,  this  has  been  balanced  by  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  mothers  and  babies  discharged  within  twenty-four  hours  ot 
delivery  and  therefore  there  has  been  no  reduction  on  the  pressure  on  the 
Domiciliary  Midwifery  Section. 

The  School  Nurses  have  strengthened  their  relationship  with  schools  and  at 
the  same  time  have  maintained  the  links  with  their  health  visiting  colleagues.  The 
number  of  home  visits  to  school  children  with  cleanliness  or  medical  conditions 
have  increased.  School  nurses  are  now  undertaking  Health  Education  sessions  in 
First  Schools. 

The  Cedars  School  for  Handicapped  Children  was  opened  in  May,  1973  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a  full-time  school  nurse  will  be  attached  to  this  school  shortly  to 
undertake  all  aspects  of  nursing  care  for  these  children. 

Eleven  District  Nurse  students  were  successful  in  their  National  examinations 
during  the  year,  the  only  untrained  staff  in  this  section  are  Nursing  Auxiliaries 
who  have  received  appropriate  inservice  training. 

Eight  student  health  visitors  qualified  in  September,  1973  and  a  further  eight 
students  have  been  sponsored  for  the  current  academic  year  1973-74. 

The  morale  of  the  Community  Nursing  Service  is  high,  this  coupled  with  our 
successful  integration  policies,  augurs  well  for  its  future  in  the  unified  National 
Health  Service.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  DENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Report  by  MR.  IAN  MADDICK,  Chief  Dental  Officer 

The  improvement  in  provision  of  dental  services  in  the  City  has  continued.  A 
number  of  general  practitioners  are  interested  in  health  centres,  and  this  is 
particularly  welcomed  as  these  health  centres  are  located  in  the  areas  of  South¬ 
ampton  with  fewer  dentists. 

The  closest  co-operation  has  been  enjoyed  with  the  hospital  dental  service 
in  providing  care  for  the  handicapped.  A  number  of  our  officers  have  been  trained 
by  Mr.  Mayhew  the  consultant  in  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery,  to  work 
in  the  operating  theatres.  Unfortunately,  due  to  building  delays  and  other 
problems,  the  specially  equipped  dental  surgery  in  the  new  hospital  block,  has 
not  become  available.  However,  negotiations  are  underway  which  it  is  hoped 
will  satisfactorily  resolve  this  problem. 

We  were  able  to  welcome  Mr.  Brian  Warren  to  the  staff,  as  Senior  Dental 
Officer  with  special  responsibility  for  preventive  dental  services.  He  has  given 
particular  attention  to  prevention  for  the  handicapped  person  within  our  overall 
prevention  planning.  The  appointment  of  a  Senior  Dental  Officer  to  co-ordinate 
a  care  programme  for  the  handicapped  would  be  welcome. 

Our  screening  programme  for  preschool  children  has  continued  and  the  num¬ 
bers  contacted  have  continued  to  increase.  It  would  appear  that  we  are  beginning 
to  reach  the  point  where  a  further  increase  is  unlikely.  While  we  screen  a  greater 
proportion  than  most  other  authorities,  it  would  be  interesting  and  valuable  to 
know  what  happens  to  those  with  whom  we  fail  to  make  contact. 

Our  helath  education  for  preschool  groups  had  continued.  In  addition  a  trial 
has  been  instituted  where  a  member  of  the  dental  staff  attends  one  in  the  course 
of  ante-natal  classes  to  talk  about  dental  health.  This  led  to  an  officer  visiting 
the  long  stay  ante-natal  unit  at  the  General  Hospital.  It  was  found  that  many 
of  these  mothers  had  not  only  missed  ante-natal  classes,  but  had  also  not  been 
able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  free  treatment  available  under  the  NHS.  This  is 
an  area  where  the  dental  service  could  usefully  provide  emergency  care  and 
dental  screening. 

Credit  is  due  to  the  dental  staff  for  the  way  they  have  willingly  developed  the 
service  for  preschool  children  and  the  handicapped  in  recent  years. 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY  CLINIC 

Report  by  DR.  RICHARD  MANCLARK 

This  Clinic  is  one  of  The  Community  Health  Services  of  Southampton  and  since 
1966  the  attendances  have  been  due  to  the  press,  doctors,  nurses,  mid  wives, 
health-visitors,  friends  of  patients  and  now  daughters  are  advising  their  mothers 
to  come  for  a  test.  Numerous  nurses,  midwives,  health-visitors,  teachers  and 
technicians  come  in  their  own  interests  and  to  set  an  example  to  the  public: 
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this  is  a  “Well-Woman  Clinic”  and  coming  ensures  similar  security  and  some 
of  the  advantages  of  an  examination  for  a  “Life  Policy”.  The  patients  realise  that 
they  are  anxious  human  beings  and  often  have  varied  reasons  for  visiting  the 
ciini:  a  fear  of  cancer  in  their  family  and  sometimes  psychological  reasons.  Some 
still  do  not  realise  that  at  Family  Planning  Clinics  or  when  visiting  the  gynaecologist 
a  cervical  smear  may  have  been  taken  as  a  part  of  the  clinical  examination  and 
once  they  have  realised  this  and  have  little  discomfort  with  the  test,  their 
anxieties  are  soon  dispelled. 

It  is  hoped  that  once  the  back  log  of  former  patients  has  been  brought  up  to 
date  -  then  3  yearly  tests  will  be  the  average  rule.  Where  smears  are  uncertain 
they  are,  of  course,  repeated  as  soon  as  the  reports  are  available  from  the  laboratory. 
The  patients  and  their  doctors  are  informed  of  the  results  of  the  tests  and  if 
moving  to  another  area  and  when  coming  from  other  places  there  are  arrange¬ 
ments  for  keeping  the  respective  Executive  Councils  informed  so  that  the 
patients  continuity  with  a  cervical  cytology  service  may  not  be  lost. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Pathologists  for  their  great  help  and  to  the  Nursing 
and  Secretarial  Staff  for  the  organisation  of  this  clinic,  which  is  a  considerable 
feat  of  efficient  and  kind  understanding.

REPORT  FOR  THE  FAHILY  PLANNING  SERVICE  1973 

This  year  has  shown  the  Family  Planning  Service  establishing  itself  in  the  field 
of  teaching,  experimenting  in  the  realms  of  industry,  as  well  as  extending  in 
clinical  work.  In  the  direct  Family  Planning  clinics  there  has  been  a  change  in 
emphasis  in  line  with  current  opinion,  so  that  we  now  have  three  All  Purpose 
clinics,  one  each  at  Sydney  House  on  a  Mondayevening,  Millbrook  on  a  Wednesday 
morning  and  East  Park  Terrace  on  a  Thursday  evening.  This  means  the  patient 
can  receive  any  method  of  contraception  at  the  first  clinic  attendance  and  there 
is  no  longer  a  need  for  referral  to  a  subsequent  clinic  session  for  the  assessment 
and  insertion  of  the  intra-uterine  device.  The  siting  of  these  three  All  Purpose 
clinics  has  initially  been  East,  West  and  Central  areas,  thus  covering  the  City 
geographically.  If  this  proves  successful  this  All  Purpose  type  of  clinic  will  be 
extended. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  delay  in  booking  that  could  result  from  such  All  Purpose 
clinics,  two  new  clinics  have  been  started  at  the  Hamtun  Centre  and  at  Sydney 
House.  This  now  means  that  we  have  18  direct  clinic  sessions  per  week  compared 
with  15  per  week  in  1972. 
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The  Domiciliary  Service  has  also  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  new  clinic  at 
Swaythling,  so  that  there  are  now  four  Domiciliary  Family  Planning  Clinics,  one 
each  at  East  Park  Terrace,  Surrey  House,  Thornhill  and  Swaythling. 

A  ten  year  survey  of  the  Domiciliary  Service  has  been  made  and  circulated 
and  an  encouraging  reply  received  from  the  Minister  of  State  for  Social  Security, 
Sir  Keith  Joseph.  Southampton  as  the  pioneer  of  Domiciliary  Family  Planning, 
is  still  considered  an  exan.ple  in  this  field  by  other  Local  Authorities,  and  from 
time  to  time  we  receive  requests  for  further  information  and  visits  by  personnel 
working  in  other  areas. 

Another  experiment  has  been  a  rrove  into  Industry.  The  Medical  department 
at  Mullards  under  Dr.  M.  Carson  have  been  most  welcoming  towards  the  venture 
of  running  a  Family  Planning  clinic  during  working  hours.  Indeed  every  help  has 
been  forthcoming  from  the  staff  of  Mullards,  but  to  date  the  response  from  the 
workers  has  been  slow,  and  the  choice  of  Mullards  being  in  the  nature  of  an 
experiment,  until  the  response  improves,  we  do  not  anticipate  offering  this 
service  to  other  Industries  employing  a  large  number  of  women  yet,  although  this 
is  still  envisaged  in  the  future. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  change  within  the  Family  Planning  Service  has 
been  an  emphasis  on  medical  up-dating  and  training;  particularly  in  the  nursing 
section  (the  Medical  staff  already  receive  this  up-dating  and  training  from  the 
University  Department  of  Human  Reproduction). 

Medical  Officers  from  the  Family  Planning  Association  Headquarters  visited 
Southampton  early  in  1973  and  assessed  two  of  our  clinics  and  medical  andnursing 
personnel  working  in  them.  As  a  result  of  their  visit.  Instructing  Certificates 
were  granted  to  enable  us  to  train  both  Medical  and  Nursing  staff  to  qualify  for 
Certificates  in  competence  in  Family  Planning.  Later  in  the  year  the  Family 
Planning  Association  agreed  to  grant  their  Certificate  to  all  nursing  staff  who 
undertook  the  Southampton  course  in  Family  Planning.  This  granting  of  reciprocal 
status  for  Nurses  who  also  qualify  for  the  Southampton  Certificate  in  Family 
Planning  is  a  notable  achievement  in  establishing  this  City  as  a  Training  Centre 
outside  London.  The  Family  Planning  Service  has  also  been  involved  in  the  up¬ 
dating  of  Health  Visitors,  and  Midwives  as  part  of  the  present  requirements  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

Finally,  a  whole  day  training  course  in  Family  Planning  was  held  for  lay  workers 
from  the  clinics.  This  proved  particularly  acceptable  as  most  of  them  had  little 
knowledge  of  the  medical  aspects  of  clinic  work  and  yet  they  are  an  important 
factor  in  the  smooth  functioning  of  clinics. 

The  figures  below  illustrate  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  overall  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  seen  in  the  current  year. 

1972  April  to  December  -  1441  new  patients  seen. 

1973  January  to  December  -  2543  new  patients  seen. 

and  in  the  Domiciliary  Service 

1972  April  to  December  -  258  new  patients  seen. 

1973  January  to  December  -  585  new  patients  seen. 

Allowing  for  the  fact  that  1973  was  the  first  yearthatthe  Family  Planning  Service 
has  been  operated  by  the  Local  Authority,  it  nevertheless  will  be  seen  that  there 
has  been  a  definite  increase  in  the  number  of  new  patients  seen. 

Thanks  are  due  to  all  the  staff  both  Medical  and  Lay  who  throughout  the  year 
have  responded  to  the  challenge  of  change  without  at  any  time  accepting  a 
lowering  of  clinical  standards. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  SERVICE  1973 

During  1973  we  were  delighted  to  report  an  increased  effort  by  teachers  in  the 
City  who  introduced  Health  Education  into  the  school  curriculum.  This  causes 
a  greater  demand  on  the  equipment  in  the  department  and  many  items  had  to 
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be  duplicated,  also  an  increasing  number  of  school  children  visited  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  used  various  aspects  of  Health  Education  as  topics  for  essays  or  exam¬ 
ination  projects. 

During  1973,  1419  talks  and  discussions  covering  a  wide  range  of  topics  were 
undertaken  to  an  audience  of  40,559. 

The  advisory  groups  set  up  at  the  end  of  1972  continued  to  feed  the  department 
with  new  ideas  and  motives. 

Towards  the  end  of  1973  we  approached  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital 
Administrators  who  approved  an  experiment  of  displaying  health  education  posters 
in  the  out-patient  and  casualty  departments  of  the  hospital.  A  part-time  tech¬ 
nician  was  appointed  at  this  stage  to  allow  the  artist  to  concentrate  on  art  work. 

As  knowledge  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Southampton  Health  Education 
Service  spread  and  a  greater  area  and  population  will  be  covered  we  will  only 
be  able  to  meet  this  volume  of  work  by  a  ready  participation  of  all  concerned, 
in  the  caring  profession. 

ANNUAL  REPORT-CHIROPODY 

During  1973,  a  further  expansion  in  the  Chiropody  Service  was  witnessed,  when 
sessions  were  started  at  the  General,  Royal  South  Hants  and  Moorgreen  Hospitals. 
A  total  of  238  sessions  have  been  carried  out  since  June,  1973;  135  at  the  South 
Hants,  26  at  the  General  and  77  at  Moorgreen. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  clinics  during  the  year  was  2,912;  the  total 
number  of  clinic  and  hospital  treatments  being  14,718. 

At  the  Central  Health  Clinic,  the  Appliance  Centre  continues  to  expand. 
The  number  of  appliances  made  during  the  year  was  162,  an  increase  of  31  over 
the  previous  year.  This  expanding  use  of  appliances  has  made  the  service  more 
efficient. 

The  staff  at  the  end  of  1973  consisted  of  one  Chief  Chiropodist,  three  full-time 
Chiropodists,  one  sessional  Chiropodist  and  one  full-time  technician  (employed 
in  the  Appliance  Centre).  There  were  two  vacancies  for  full-time  Chiropodists.

Ambulance  Service 

Industrial  action  by  the  operational  staff  commenced  on  the  20th  November, 
1973.  This  consisted  of  working  to  rule  and  Involved  a  ban  on  all  overtime, 
eventually  resulting  in  emergency  calls  only  being  attended,  which  accounts  for 
the  sharp  decrease  in  mileage  and  the  number  of  patients  carried  as  the  above 
table  indicates. 

Of  the  70,516  ambulance  patients  carried  during  the  year,  33,890  were  con¬ 
veyed  by  dual-purpose  vehicles  covering  a  mileage  of  109,445. 
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Vehicles 

While  no  additional  vehicles  were  added  there  was  a  change  in  the  formation 
of  the  fleet,  the  thirteen  emergency  ambulances  being  increased  to  fourteen  and 
the  six  dual-purpose  vehicles  being  reduced  to  five.  These,  together  with  the  four 
Ford  Transit  personnel  carriers,  provide  a  better  balanced  Service. 

Ambulance  Car  Service 

It  was  hoped  to  expand  the  Ambulance  Car  Service  during  the  year  but  un¬ 
fortunately,  due  to  various  reasons,  the  staff  was  reduced  and  now  consists  of 
seven  full-time,  three  part-time,  and  three  relief  drivers.  Difficulty  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  voluntary  drivers  for  this  Service. 

Staff 

With  the  introduction  of  radio-telephones  to  Midwives,  Home  Nursing  and 
Port  Health  Services  it  was  necessary  to  appoint  two  Control  Room  Assistants 
to  work  on  alternating  shifts  in  order  to  monitor  this  and  to  assist  with  the  ever 
increasing  day  to  day  volume  of  work  in  the  Control  Room.  The  operational 
staff  is  unchanged. 

Control 

The  modernisation  of  the  Control  Room  has  now  been  completed.  The  new 
sophisticated  radio  equipment  which  includes  the  provision  of  a  hospital  link  and 
the  National  Emergency  Reserve  Channel  was  installed  during  the  year.  This  and 
the  Telex  machine  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Ambulance  Sub-Stations 

The  two  sub-stations  continued  to  operate  on  a  peak  period  stand-by  system 
during  the  year.  Som.e  concern  is  felt  that  work  has  not  yet  commenced  on  the 
new  sub-station  East  of  the  River  Itchen. 

Ambulance  Training  School 

Two  senior  officers  went  on  Management  Courses;  two  members  of  staff 
attended  Advanced  Training  Courses  at  Bournemouth  Ambulance  Service 
Training  School;  and  twenty  members  of  staff  attended  various  courses  at  the 
Southern  Ambulance  Training  School,  Bishop’s  Waltham. 

Major  Disasters 

There  were  no  major  disasters  in  the  City  during  the  year,  although  the  Service 
took  part  in  the  joint  Exercise  Solfire  VI  involving  all  the  emergency  forces  in  the 
surrounding  area,  which  was  held  in  March,  1973.  This  Exercise  proved  to  be  of 
immense  value.  We  continued  to  liase  with  other  Emergency  Services  in  order 
that  the  efficiency  of  our  own  Major  Accident  plans  be  maintained. 

Workshops 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  staff  in  Workshops  it  was  inevitable  that  a  certain  amount 
of  major  repairs  were  placed  to  outside  contractors,  however  the  Workshop 
continued  to  function  satisfactorily,  carrying  out  the  preventative  maintenance 
scheme  for  the  fleet  of  26  vehicles.

This  will  be  the  last  Annual  Report  presented  to  your  committee  due  to  the 
N.H.S.  reorganisation  and  my  last  report  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer 
due  to  my  departure  to  take  up  the  post  of  District  Community  Physician  in 
East  Dorset.

Officer  and  the  staff  in  schools  and  colleges  for  their  co-operation  and  look 
forward  to  a  continuation  of  this  co-operation  between  the  staffs  in  the  new 
Southampton  and  South  West  Hampshire  Health  District  and  the  new  Education 
Authority.

THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

MR.  I.  H.  MADDICK,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer 

A  marked  improvement  has  occurred  in  staffing  for  ancillary  posts.  We  have 
been  able  to  fill  our  vacancies  for  dental  auxiliaries  and  a  joint  appointment  has 
been  made  with  the  hospital  of  a  dental  hygienist.  A  problem  arises  that  now  our 
establishment  of  clinical  operators  is  fully  staffed,  we  have  an  inadequate  number 
of  dental  chairside  assistants. 

During  the  year  plans  have  been  put  in  hand  to  open  surgeries  in  premises  at 
Swaythling  and  Sydney  House  Clinics.  This  will  improve  the  service  to  children 
in  these  areas,  who  previously  had  quite  a  long  way  to  travel  to  their  local  clinic. 
The  opening  of  surgeries  in  new  health  centres  is  also  planned,  which  will  improve 
the  services  to  outlying  and  other  areas  of  the  City. 

The  dental  health  education  programme  has  continued  and  increased.  Talks 
have  been  given  to  teacher  and  health  visitor  training  courses  and  the  assistance 
with  and  interest  in  these  is  much  appreciated.  In  recognition  of  her  work  in 
co-ordinating  and  managing  the  department’s  dental  health  education  programme, 
the  personal  title  of  Senior  Dental  Auxiliary  with  special  responsibility  for  dental 
health  education  has  been  conferred  on  Mrs.  M.  C.  Budd. 

The  department’s  figures  are  included  in  the  appendix.  A  trend  is  noticeable, 
which  results  from  the  growing  commitment  to  increasing  numbers  of  ever 
younger  children  and  the  handicapped.  For  these  patients  treatment  is  more 
difficult  and  slower.  With  the  development  of  those  fields  a  decline  in  pro¬ 
ductivity  as  mieasured  by  current  central  government  indices  must  be  expected.

Staff  Changes: 

1973  was  a  sad  year  for  the  clinic.  A  few  days  after  her  retirement  Dr.  Lotte 
Rosenberg  died  as  a  result  of  an  accident  in  Winchester.  For  fifteen  years  Dr. 
Rosenberg  was  a  valued  member  of  the  clinic  team.  Her  counsel  is  sadly  missed. 
As  a  person  and  as  a  psychiatrist,  she  was  very  gifted,  and  she  will  be  remembered 
for  many  reasons.  In  the  clinic,  one  of  her  outstanding  skills  was  her  ability  to 
help  other  child  care  workers. 

Dr.  W.  A  Saunders  succeeded  Dr.  Rosenberg.  He  took  up  his  post  in  May 
and  now  he  makes  an  enormous  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  clinic. 

Miss  Jean  Moxhay,  the  Senior  Social  Worker,  was  appointed  to  a  lectureship 
at  the  Portsmouth  Polytechnic.  Her  commitment  to  the  clinic  had  been  so  com¬ 
plete  that  her  departure  left  a  gap  very  difficult  to  fill.  After  a  very  lean  phase, 
three  new  Social  Workers  were  recruited,  Mrs.  Sheila  Coker,  Mrs.  Margaret 
Leven,  and  Miss  Lynn  King  Smith. 


Features  of  the  Year’s  Work: 

The  Educational  Psychologists  moved  from  the  Child  and  Family  Guidance  Clinic 
to  an  independent  School  Psychological  Service  headquarters.  The  splitting  of 
the  overall  service  has,  unfortunately,  led  to  communication  difficulties,  and  has 
thrown  more  work  on  everybody  -  the  office  staff  in  particular. 

The  shortage  of  Social  Workers  meant  that  more  non-psychiatric  work  had  to 
be  done  by  the  psychiatrists  themselves,  a  wasteful  arrangement.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  the  four  Social  Workers  were  coping  with  the  bulk  of  the  work  though 
they  didn’t  have  time  over  to  allow  them  to  develop  enterprises  outside  the 
clinic  -  enterprises  such  as  group  meetings  for  mothers  of  difficult  toddlers. 

In  November,  Drs.  Bartlet  and  Saunders  started  work  at  the  new  Fairfield 
Lodge  Assessment  Centre.  Dr.  Bartlett  is  giving  one  session  and  Dr.  Saunders 
two  sessions  a  month.  These  three  sessions  are  inadequate  -  eight  sessions  is 
what  is  really  required.  But  there  is  no  hope  of  reaching  the  desired  target  of 
psychiatric  cover  for  many  years.  Teaching  continued  to  make  demands  on  staff 
time.  All  the  third  year  medical  students  at  the  University  pay  two  visits  to  the 
clinic,  observing  diagnostic  procedures.  Staff  are  committed  to  other  courses; 
in  particular.  Applied  Social  Studies  and  Educational  Psychology  (at  the  University) 
and  the  Residential  Child  Care  Workers’  Training  Scheme. 

An  emergency  service  is  provided  for  the  screening  of  school  children  admitted 
after  taking  overdoses  of  drugs.  Twenty-eight  school  girls  were  examined  as 
emergencies  in  1973.  The  psychiatrists  give  further  help  at  their  own  clinics  when 
this  is  deemed  necessary. 
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Dr.  Bartlet  continued  to  visit  Hope  Lodge  School  for  Autistic  Children.  The 
support  he  gave  was,  by  any  standards,  inadequate. 

The  overall  picture  at  the  end  of  the  year  remained  depressing.  Reorganisation 
in  1974  isn’t  likely  to  help  much  in  the  short  run. 


SPEECH  THERAPY 

Report  by  MRS.  D.  M.  WALKER,  Senior  Speech  Therapist 

During  the  first  9  months  of  1973  the  Speech  Clinic  was  operating  with  reduced 
staff  due  to  Mrs.  Walker’s  secondment  to  London  University  for  the  Course  on 
Human  Communications  leading  to  M.Sc.  This  was  successfully  completed  with 
a  distinction  being  awarded  for  the  research  study  into  the  Effect  of  Living  in 
High  Rise  Flats  on  the  language  development  of  the  pre-school  child. 

Since  September  1973  there  has  been  a  full-time  equivalent  of  four  therapists, 
in  conjunction  with  Southampton  University  Hospitals,  and  attendances  at 
clinics  have  been  at  capacity.  All  clinics  in  the  City  now  have  a  minimum  of  one 
Speech  Therapy  session  a  week;  and  all  special  schools  and  classes,  and  also  some 
other  primary  schools,  have  a  Speech  Therapist  visiting.  More  time  is  now  being 
given  to  a  detailed  assessment  of  speech  and  language  disorders  and  advice  to 
parents  and  teachers.

EDUCATIONALLY  SUBNORMAL  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

The  total  number  of  children  with  learning  difficulties  requiring  specialist  staff 
and  smaller  classes,  and  extra  tuition,  amounts  to  almost  a  thousand  in  South 
ampton.  This  includes  those  on  the  observation  register  and  these  children 
frequently  have  reading  difficulties.  It  also  includes  the  severely  subnormal 
children  who  now  come  under  the  Education  Authority.  The  latter  have  benefited 
by  the  better  facilities  now  available  such  as  swimming  and  more  transport. 
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There  is  a  great  demand  for  places  and  Ridgeway  House  School  are  using  as  an 
annexe  a  wing  of  the  School  for  Physically  Handicapped,  the  Cedars. 

Children  who  are  educationally  subnormal  and  in  residential  school  are  usually 
there  for  reasons  other  than  being  backward  such  as  epilepsy  or  malajustment  or 
social  problems.  There  are,  however,  five  Southampton  children  in  the  special 
category  of  Autistic  who  are  accommodated  in  Hope  Lodge  School,  Southampton. 

The  “After  Care  Committee’  continues  to  do  very  important  work  with 
educationally  subnormal  pupils  who  are  about  to  leave  school  or  have  done  so 
within  the  past  two  years. 


BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  SIGHTED 

There  are  eight  children  in  Southampton  registered  as  blind.  Five  of  them  are 
at  residential  school.  The  other  three  have  additional  handicaps;  two  are  having 
day  care  (one  at  Westwood  House,  one  at  Bonhomie  Nursery)  and  one  ten-year- 
old  is  hospitalised. 

Among  the  ten  children  registered  as  partially  sighted,  four  are  at  residential 
schools,  two  are  in  special  classes  and  four  are  at  ordinary  school;  two  of  the  last 
group  are  five  year  olds  awaiting  special  placement,  one  having  been  recommended 
for  special  class  and  the  other  for  residential  school. 

There  are  a  further  twenty  four  children  who  are  under  observation  because 
their  main  defect  is  visual.  Eighteen  of  these  are  at  ordinary  school  and  there 
is  a  wide  range  of  handicap.  The  other  six  are  pre-school  children  and  include  a 
two-year-old,  thought  to  be  totally  blind  (optic  atrophy),  another  with  spastic 
quadriplegia,  and  a  four-year-old  who  is  also  educationally  subnormal. 


HAEMOPHILIAC  CHILDREN 

During  the  year  5  boys  between  the  ages  of  I  year  and  15  years  were  known  to 
be  suffering  from  haemophilia  in  Southampton.  Two  families  had  2  boys  each 
suffering  from  this  disease.  The  fifth  one,  aged  7-8  years,  lost  a  few  weeks  of 
schooling  during  the  year  because  of  severe  haemorrhage  following  some  tooth 
extractions,  otherwise  his  attendance  has  been  very  good. 

The  older  boy  of  one  of  the  families,  aged  I  5,  has  been  resident  at  Lord  T reloar’s 
College  in  Alton  during  the  year  and  had  only  I  minor  bleeding  episode  during 
this  period,  requiring  treatment,  otherwise  there  has  been  no  trouble  apart 
from  some  emotional  instability.  His  younger  brother  experienced  no  handicap 
at  all  from  his  haemophiliac  condition  during  the  year. 

The  other  family  moved  to  Southampton  from  Hampshire  during  the  year. 
Their  older  boy,  aged  6,  had  had  several  previous  admissions  to  hospital  mainly 
on  account  of  joint  arthrosis  following  haemorrhages.  He  was  recommended 
from  Hampshire  for,  and  subsequently  admitted  to,  Suntrap  School  at  Hayling 
Island.  His  younger  brother,  aged  I  year  to  20  months,  had  also  been  at  least 
four  to  five  times  in  hospital  with  bleeding  into  his  right  knee  and  hip  joints, 
for  which  his  right  leg  had  to  be  put  into  plaster  at  the  age  of  12-14  months. 
This  caused  delay  in  his  locomotor  development.  Recently,  there  has  been  much 
bruising  but  no  major  haemorrhages. 

In  addition  to  these  severely  affected  children,  one  7-year  old  boy  has  been 
suffering  from  Glanzman’s  Disease,  a  less  severe  blood  defect.  He  has  become 
more  settled  and  there  have  been  rare  episodes  of  bleeding  during  the  year. 

The  boys  who  arrived  from  Hampshire  during  the  year  are  more  severely 
affected  than  the  Southampton  boys,  who  have  on  the  whole  had  a  good  year. 
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DIABETIC  CHILDREN 

During  the  year  33  Southampton  school  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  18 
were  known  to  be  suffering  from  diabetes  mellitus.  Two  children  left  school 
during  the  year  and  were  perfectly  fit  at  that  time.  One  girl,  aged  14,  has  been 
staying  in  a  diabetic  hostel  in  Hammersmith  for  years  because  of  unsuitable  home 
conditions  and  has  kept  very  well  there,  and  one  boy,  aged  15,  had  to  be  accom¬ 
modated  at  a  boys’  hostel  in  Southampton  during  the  Christmas  period  of  1972 
because  of  difficulties  at  home.  At  first  he  had  been  extremely  depressed  to  the 
point  of  wishing  to  end  his  life  and  giving  himself  too  much  Insulin.  However, 
thanks  to  the  sympathetic  handling  and  understanding  by  all  concerned,  the 
people  who  were  looking  after  him  in  the  hostel,  the  teachers  concerned  and 
last,  but  not  least,  the  psychiatrist  involved  in  his  care,  he  has  settled  subsequently 
and  has  become  well  integrated  in  his  new  environment,  and  has  joined  later 
on  in  all  the  school  activities. 

The  rest  of  the  children  were  on  the  whole  not  at  all  handicapped  in  their 
school  progress  by  the  fact  that  they  were  suffering  from  diabetes,  and  were 
working  up  to  their  potential.  Some  children  experienced  hypoglycaemic  attacks 
during  the  year,  but  they  were  easily  controlled  by  the  intake  of  sugar  or  glucose. 

Eighteen  children  were  attending  senior  schools,  13  comprehensive  secondary 
schools  and  5  secondary  colleges  of  education  or  grammar  schools,  and  1 5  attended 
primary  schools. 

On  the  whole  they  were  all  able  to  join  in  all  the  school  activities  and  were 
not  handicapped  in  their  educational  progress  by  the  diabetic  condition  from 

which  they  were  suffering.  In  some  schools,  the  taachers  were  unaware  of  their 
diabetic  condition,  as  their  attendance  and  state  of  health  were  perfectly  satis¬ 
factory.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  British  Diabetic  Association,  one  girl 
was  enabled  to  attend  a  holiday  camp  and  benefited  greatly. 


DELrCATE  CHILDREN 

DR.  MACLEAN  reports 

The  total  number  of  children  registered  on  the  Handicapped  Register  as  delicate 
is  65.  Of  these,  20  are  in  residential  school 

Most  of  the  children  having  residential  education  suffer  from  asthma  and 
medically  greatly  benefit  from  the  facilities  of  these  schools,  including  physio¬ 
therapy,  expert  medical  supervision  and  relief  often  from  a  distressing  home 
situation.  Each  year  we  receive  a  medical  and  education  report  from  the  resi¬ 
dential  school  on  the  child’s  progress.  In  most  cases,  this  is  favourable. 

Ideally,  one  of  our  medical  officers  should  review  these  children  in  residential 
school  once  a  year,  to  give  parents  an  opportunity  to  discuss  their  child’s  edu¬ 
cational  and  medical  progress.  This  is  often  difficult  to  arrange  in  a  clinic  during 
the  child’s  vacation.  I  feel  this  problem  could  be  solved  by  a  medical  officer  doing 
a  home  visit  during  the  summer  vacation,  which  would  also  help  to  provide  a 
more  complete  picture  of  the  child’s  medical  and  social  condition. 

In  addition  to  20  children  in  residential  school,  488  children  are  registered  on 
the  Observation  List,  being  educated  in  ordinary  schools. 

In  1971  there  were  215  children  on  the  observation  list.  This  number  accelerated 
at  an  alarming  rate  to  398  in  1972,  an  increase  of  183  children.  The  situation 
has  improved  and  stabilised  somewhat  in  1973  with  an  increase  of  90  children 
to  488.  I  feel  the  improved  situation  is  due  to  better  communication  between 
paediatrician,  general  practitioner  and  medical  officer. 

Children  in  ordinary  schools  on  the  observation  list  have  an  annual  medical 
inspection  and  any  particular  educational  adjustment  made  after  discussion  with 
the  child’s  teacher.  In  my  experience,  teachers  are  very  happy  to  discuss  a  child’s 
medical  condition  with  the  medical  officer,  and  try  to  implement  the  suggested 
educational  adjustment. 
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Most  of  the  children  registered  as  delicate  suffer  from  asthma  with  or  without 
eczema.  Other  major  reasons  for  being  registered  as  delicate  are  bronchitis  and 
pulmonary  T.B.,  cardiovascular  disorder,  and  poor  home  conditions  with 
associated  neglect. 

EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN 

The  number  of  children  officially  registered  with  the  handicap  of  epilepsy  is  22. 
This  includes  10  of  those  with  epilepsy  as  a  subsidiary  handicap.  There  are  also 
92  children  on  the  observation  register  who  can  attend  normal  school,  and  where 
the  condition  is  well  controlled  by  drugs. 

Only  3  children  are  at  present  in  residential  schools.  In  some  cases  drug  therapy 
cannot  completely  control  the  symptoms  without  unpleasant  side  effects  and 
these  cases  are  a  problem  at  home  and  at  school.  Often  a  residential  school  is  the 
best  solution,  especially  if  the  parents  do  not  co-operate  by  attending  the  hospital 
regularly  for  check-ups. 

PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

DR.  A.  FRANKS  reports: 

There  are  308  children  on  the  Physically  Handicapped  Register.  Of  these  95  are 
registered  as  physically  handicapped  pupils,  many  being  at  normal  schools. 

The  major  event  of  the  year  was  the  opening  in  June  of  the  new  Physically 
Handicapped  Cedar  School.  Starting  with  some  30  pupils,  the  school  will  have 
increased  to  over  50  pupils  in  1974,  taking  children  from  the  County  and  the  City. 
Of  the  children  at  this  school  27  suffer  from  spina  bifida,  this  being  the  most 
common  defect  requiring  special  schooling. 

The  Combined  Clinic  has  continued  to  meet  monthly  to  decide  on  the  most 
suitable  replacement  for  each  child.  There  are  still  1 1  physically  handicapped 
children  at  residential  schools.

Chemical  analyses  of  the  water  were  taken  at  each  source  and  the  average  results 
for  the  water  supplied  are  shown  on  the  above  table.  The  Totford  source  is 
used  for  the  Alresford  and  Sutton  Scotney  area  and  the  Timsbury  water  is  no 
longer  used  in  any  part  of  the  City. 

The  water  supplied  is  free  from  plumbo-solvency  and  from  all  sources,  is 
sterilised  with  chlorine,  with  the  exception  of  the  River  Test  supply  where 
chloride  dioxide  is  used.  Water  at  the  river  sources  is  subject  to  a  process  of 
clarification  with  the  use  of  suitable  coagulating  agents,  followed  by  filtration, 
through  rapid  gravity  filters. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  within  the  City  of  Southampton  supplied  from 
the  water  mains  on  31st  December,  1973,  was  79,596.

TREATED  WATER,  JANUARY,  1974. 
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SEWAGE  TREATMENT  AND  SEWAGE 

Report  by  MR.  T.  H.  NICHOLSON,  City  Engineer  and  Surveyor 

Since  the  last  Report,  work  has  started  on  the  reconstruction  of  Portswood 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  On  completion,  this  will  enable  full  treatment  to  be 
given  to  a  dry  weather  flow  of  six  million  gallons  per  day  of  sewage  from  the 
Portswood,  Bitterne  Park  and  West  End  areas,  and  means  that  all  the  City’s 
sewage  disposal  works  will  then  have  been  updated  to  modern  standards. 

Responsibility  for  sewage  will  pass  to  the  Southern  Water  Authority  as  from 
1st  April,  1974. 

Several  foul  sewers  throughout  the  City  have  been  relaid  or  improved,  including 
the  replacement  of  an  old  sewer  in  Above  Bar  which  was  constructed  in  heading 
approximately  4  metres  deep.  The  elimination  of  cesspits  and  septic  tanks  has 
continued  with  the  connection  to  the  main  sewer  of  the  changing  rooms  and 
toilets  on  The  Common.  The  scheme  for  relief  of  flooding  in  St.  Annes  Gardens 
is  due  for  completion  this  year,  and  extensions  to  the  sewerage  system  have 
proceeded  on  new  housing  sites  throughout  the  Citty  to  keep  pace  with  develop¬ 
ments. 

It  is  hoped  that  work  will  be  starting  this  coming  summer  on  a  major  trunk 
sewer  to  convey  sewage  from  West  End  to  the  reconstructed  Portswood  Works, 
involving  a  syphon  crossing  of  the  River  Itchen.  This  sewer  will  also  cater  for 
future  development  in  the  Upper  Townhill  Farm  area,  and  intercepts  several 
existing  sewers  to  divert  the  flow  to  the  new  river  crossing. 

Statutory  responsibility  for  main  drainage  will  pass  to  the  Southern  Water 
Authority  on  I  st  April,  1 974,  but  an  agreement  has  been  made  between  the  Author¬ 
ity  and  the  Council  under  Section  15  of  the  Water  Act,  1973  which  means  that 
the  Council  will  continue  to  operate  most  sewerage  functions  as  Agent  of  the 
Authority. 

CEMETERIES  AND  CREMATORIUM 

Report  of  MR.  JOHN  SUTTON,  F.lnst.,  B.C.A. 

Registrar  of  Cemeteries  and  Crematorium 

During  1973  burials  in  the  five  Cemeteries  administered  by  the  Cemeteries  and 
Crematorium  Department  decreased  from  934  in  1972  to  851  in  1973,  (excluding 
stillborn  children). 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cremations  carried  out  at  Southampton 
Crematoria.  In  1972,  2,9 17  were  carried  out  with  3,1  13  in  1973;  an  increase  of  206. 

Of  the  deaths  registered  in  Southampton,  1,710  were  cremated  at  Southampton 
Crematoria.  This  represents  approximately  79%  of  the  deaths  registered  in  the 
City.  Nationally,  the  trend  towards  cremation  continues  and  the  provisional 
figures  for  1973  show  an  increase  in  excess  of  2%  over  1972,  bringingthe  percentage 
of  deaths  cremated  to  59.5%. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Report  by  MR.  F.  SAUNDERS,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

The  prominent  factor  during  the  year  was  naturally  reorganisation  and  its  impact 
on  the  Environmental  Health  Services  soon  became  evident. 

Planning  the  Services  to  meet  the  target  date  in  1974  proved  to  be  time- 
consuming,  but  stimulating,  although  it  inevitably  created  a  measure  of  appre¬ 
hension  for  the  more  senior  members  of  the  department,  until  appointments  had 
been  made  in  the  new  organisation. 

These  were  more  or  less  decided  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  due  to  retirement, 
resignation  and  promotion,  the  full  establishment  which  we  had  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  began  to  dwindle  with  disastrous  effects  on  routine  work.  It  would 
seem  that  for  som.e  years  the  shortage  of  inspectors  will  be  a  problem  for  all 
authorities. 
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The  intention  of  this  introduction  is  to  briefly  refer  to  a  few  of  the  items 
which  are  included  in  the  text  of  the  main  report. 

The  rodent  operators  were  still  under  pressure  due  to  a  large  extent  to  the 
resistance  of  mice  to  Warfarin  which  creates  problems  and  the  steady  increase 
in  complaints.  It  was  necessary  to  spend  much  more  time  on  mice  treatments  but 
some  of  the  new  alternatives  to  Warfarin  are  beginning  to  show  promise. 

The  improvement  of  existing  houses  either  in  General  Improvement  Areas 
or  otherwise,  continue  to  influence  the  activities  of  the  housing  section  and  an 
interesting  experiment  in  the  means  of  surveying  a  potential  General  Improve¬ 
ment  Area  was  put  in  hand.  In  this  survey,  started  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
a  very  detailed  form  of  enquiry  was  tried  out  together  with  an  accompanying 
questionnaire  to  the  occupants  of  houses  on  matters  of  general  interest  in  the 
area.  Whether  or  not  this  will  prove  to  be  a  worthwhile  exercise  will  have  to  be 
assessed  in  1974,  and  both  the  enquiry  form  and  questionnaire  were  designed  for 
processing  in  a  computer. 

The  employment  of  a  full  time  social  worker  in  this  area  had  the  desired  effect 
of  successfully  stimulating  resident  participation  and  there  is  every  indication 
that  this  type  of  officer  will  be  necessary  in  any  general  improvement  area  and 
particularly  in  the  preliminary  stages  leading  up  to  a  declaration.  Public  par¬ 
ticipation  is  a  major  factor  in  any  Council  project  and  more  so  in  a  general 
improvement  area  where  the  environment  as  well  as  houses  can  play  such  a  vital 
part  in  the  well  being  of  the  residents  in  the  area. 

The  importance  of  environmental  noise  has  gradually  been  gaining  momentum 
over  the  past  few  years  and  1973  brought  the  health  inspectors  into  active 
participation  in  the  practical  measures  to  combat  the  ever  increasing  general 
urban  noise  level. 

A  significant  circular  was  issued  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  primarily  directed  to  the  control  of  development.  It 
deals  with  both  the  bringing  of  noise  to  people  and  the  bringing  of  people  to 
noise  which  in  effect  means  the  siting  of  new  development  expected  to  give  rise 
to  noise  and  siting  of  houses  and  premises  where  people  may  suffer  from  noise. 

The  circular  stresses  the  importance  of  liaison  between  planning,  highway  and 
public  health  departments  in  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  intrusion  of  noisy 
development  and  to  meet  existing  problems. 

There  is  a  brief  reference  in  this  report  to  work  carried  out  in  respect  of  noise 
but  this  in  no  way  reflects  the  amount  of  inspectors  time  involved.  A  project 
team  was  formed  to  pioneer  the  work  in  connection  with  road  traffic  noise  relative 
to  two  proposed  major  highways  in  built-up  areas  and  because  of  the  rather 
tentative  and  fluid  official  and  non-official  approach  to  the  question  of  noise  pre¬ 
diction  and  noise  attention,  it  involved  two  senior  inspectors  for  most  of  the 
year  as  well  as  other  inspectors  from  time  to  time. 

Although  the  work  was  time  consuming,  an  expertise  was  acquired  which  has 
been  worthwhile,  a  reasonable  routine  was  established  and  now  there  is  ample 
guidance  coming  forward  all  the  time  which  is  a  big  help. 

I  am  grateful  to  my  colleagues  for  their  help  and  support  in  a  rather  difficult  year.

Lodging  Houses 

The  two  common  lodging  houses  in  the  City  run  by  the  Church  Army  and  the 
Salvation  Army  are  inspected  regularly.  The  standard  of  management  and  equip¬ 
ment  in  both  houses  is  of  a  very  high  standard. 

Riding  Establishment  Act,  1964 

The  only  riding  establishment  which  was  operating  in  the  City  is  now  closed. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

The  16  licensed  pet  shops  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  are  being 
maintained  and  operated  satisfactorily. 

School  Swimming  Baths 

The  results  from  water  samples  submitted  for  examination  have  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  A  new  comparator  has  been  purchased  and  used  by  Public  Health  In¬ 
spectors  to  examine  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  on  site,  thus  enabling  any 
unsatisfactory  results  to  be  corrected  immediately,  by  advising  the  person  in 
charge  to  alter  the  dosage  of  chlorination. 

Caravans 

There  are  seven  licensed  sites  in  the  district  for  14  residential  caravans,  and 
four  Showmen’s  Guild  sites  for  19  residential  caravans.  Inspections  have  been 
carried  out  and  the  sites  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Music  from  neighbours,  clubs,  public  houses  and  shops  accounted  for  54  com¬ 
plaints  and  the  largest  individual  cause  of  complaint  v/as  dogs  barking  of  v/hich 
there  were  35  instances.  Most  of  the  confirmed  nuisances  were  remedied  in¬ 
formally  and  it  was  only  necessary  to  serve  two  Abatement  Notices. 

The  need  for  869  visits  in  connection  with  noise  complaints  gives  some  idea  of 
the  amount  of  time  spent  in  this  connection  and  in  no  way  reflects  the  hour  of 
the  day  or  night  when  they  were  carried  out. 


Recommendations  for  Rehousing 

Applications  for  priority  rehousing  numbered  1,031  which  is  a  reduction  of  89 
over  the  previous  year  and  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  797  recommendations  by  medical  practitioners  quoted  social  as  well  as 
medical  reasons  for  rehousing.  There  were  75  applications,  supported  by  health 
visitors,  social  workers  or  health  inspectors,  and  34  applications  were  submitted 
without  support. 

For  various  reasons,  125  applications  were  cancelled  and  these  were  mainly 
due  to  rehousing  before  the  investigations  could  be  completed,  which  left  906 
valid  applications  for  assessment. 

Depression,  anxiety  and  similar  troubles  continue  to  form  a  high  proportion 
of  the  applications,  and  183  such  cases  were  received.  Pregnancies  accounted  for 
I  10  applications,  most  of  which  were  associated  with  insufficient  bedroom 
accommodation.  There  were  225  applications  relative  to  pensioners  of  which  132 
were  applicable  to  women  living  on  their  own.  In  addition  to  the  initial  appli¬ 
cations,  many  letters  and  request  were  received  for  reconsideration  of  applications 
or  increased  priority  were  received  from  medical  practitioners.

The  assessment  of  cases  into  three  categories  is  carried  out  by  a  medical  officer 
and  a  health  inspector  after  the  collation  of  as  much  information  as  possible  on 
the  case.  After  the  initial  visit  carried  out  by  the  health  inspector,  the  information 
sheets  are  passed  to  the  Health  Visitor,  Social  Worker,  Director  of  Housing  or 
any  other  agency  who  may  have  an  interest,  for  their  comments  before  the  case 
is  finally  submitted  to  the  assessment  panel.

Warden  controlled  accommodation  was  recommended  in  32  cases  and  accom¬ 
modation  without  stairs  in  168  cases. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Complaints  of  rats  and  mice  received  during  the  year  was  2,688,  an  increase  of 
97  over  1972.  Although  rat  complaints  were  59  fewer,  mice  complaints  increased 
by  over  100.  The  total  number  of  treatments  carried  out  increased  from  2,631 
to  2,744. 

The  treatment  of  rat  complaints  are  still  very  successfully  carried  out  with 
the  use  of  Warfarin.  So  far  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  Warfarin  resistant  rats. 
Zinc  Phosphide  is  used  with  some  infestations  such  as  tips  or  Portswood  Sewage 
Farm,  where  a  larger  area  of  ground  has  to  be  covered  by  the  operator  and  there 
is  no  risk  to  domestic  animals.  Mice  infestations  give  more  concern  as  they  are 
resistant  to  Warfarin  and  a  wide  choice  of  poisons  have  to  be  used.  Alphacloralose 
(Alpha-Kill)  is  most  successful,  especially  when  temperatures  are  below  50° 
farenheit.  A  new  mouse  poison  called  C.R.,  manufactured  by  Sorexa,  is  proving 
a  very  good  alternative.  It  is  an  improved  mixture  of  Warfarin  designed  to  destroy 
Vitamin  K  which  makes  the  mouse  resistant  to  normal  Warfarin.  Rinoxin  is 
another  poison  for  Warfarin  resistantmice  which  is  also  proving  a  goodjalternative. 

More  co-operation  is  now  being  achieved  with  some  immigrant  areas  as  they 
are  beginning  to  proof  their  homes  on  our  advice  in  order  to  help  keep  out  mice 
which  invade  their  properties. 

Schools 

During  1973,  a  total  of  35  schools  were  treated  for  small  mice  infestations,  mainly 
in  the  kitchens. 

Local  Authority  Departments 

Complaints  from  Departments  of  the  Southampton  Corporation  were  dealt 
with  in  72  instances,  mainly  small  infestations  of  mice  in  the  Civic  Centre,  Police 
block  and  Guildhall  kitchens. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  four  sewage  works  and  treatment 
carried  out  as  follows: 

Portswood  -  4  small  infestations  of  rats  were  treated  during  1972,  infestations 
being  mainly  around  the  pump  house  and  settling  tanks. 

Chapel  Wharf  -  2  rat  infestions  were  dealt  with  at  Chapel  Wharf  around  the 
area  of  the  settling  tanks  where  some  waste  material  is  burnt,  and  one  mouse 
infestation  at  the  vehicle  repair  shop. 

Millbrook  sewaga  works  -  I  infestation  of  rats  was  discovered  around  the  old 
settling  tanks. 

Victoria  Road  sewage  works  -  I  small  infestation  of  rats  was  treated  around  the 
pump  house  area. 
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Refuse  Tips 

Three  small  infestations  of  rats  were  dealt  with  on  tips  -  one  infestation  at  Pear- 
tree  Tip  and  two  small  infestations  at  Lea  Lane  Pulverizer  Plant.  Inspections 
were  made  at  Newtown  Road  Tip  but  no  infestation  was  found. 

Sewers 

A  change  in  the  treatment  of  the  City  sewer  system  was  the  re-introduction  with 
success  of  Warfarin  5,  which  had  not  been  used  for  ten  years.  Two  treatments 
are  given,  one  in  the  early  summer  and  another  treatment  during  the  winter. 
During  the  first  treatment,  a  total  of  442  manholes  were  baited,  which  resulted 
in  takes  at  82  manholes  and  after  four  visits  to  each  manhole,  takes  were  down  to 
seven  small  takes.  In  the  second  treatment,  a  total  of  232  manholes  were  treated 
with  50  takes  at  the  first  reading,  reducing  to  eleven  small  takes  at  the  end  of 
treatment. 

Feral  Pigeons 

The  control  of  feral  pigeons  continued  with  323  being  shot  and  1,840  trapped 
making  a  total  of  2,163  which  is  a  slight  increase  over  last  year’s  total  of  2,094 
destroyed. 

Wasps 

Thirty  two  wasps  nest  were  treated  in  schools,  open  spaces  and  near  public 
footpaths.  Two  bee  nests  were  also  destroyed  and  a  nest  in  a  felled  Elm  tree 
required  three  spraying  treatments  because  it  was  so  large.

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HOUSING 

The  work  of  the  section  to  encourage  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  houses 
continued  throughout  the  year,  with  interviews  and  inspections  relating  to 
property  in  the  General  Improvement  Area  at  Freemantle,  the  proposed  General 
Improvement  Area  at  St.  Deny’s  and  other  houses  in  the  City. 

The  improvement  of  poorer  houses  is  not  continuing  at  the  high  rate  of  1 970/7 1 ; 
this  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the  high  purchase  price  of  property  together  with 
increased  mortgage  rate,  insufficient  rents,  and  escalating  costs  of  repair  and 
improvement.  Unless  more  resources  are  made  available  for  this  work  then  these 
dwellings  will  continue  to  deteriorate  and  clearance  may  well  be  the  inevitable 
result. 

Legal  action  has  had  to  be  used  to  make  landlords  of  property,  within  the 
General  Improvement  Area,  bring  their  houses  into  good  repair  and  this  has 
resulted  in  the  commencement  of  a  number  of  schemes  to  comprehensively 
improve  some  of  the  poorer  tenanted  dwellings. 

Preliminary  work  in  preparation  for  the  declaration  of  a  General  Improvement 
Area  in  St.  Deny’s  has  commenced  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  preliminary  survey 
to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  houses  and  views  of  the  residents  was  in  progress. 

Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  under  the  Housing  Act  1969  have 
dropped  to  an  insignificant  number;  this  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Finance  Act  1972,  which  permits  rents  of  controlled  tenancies 
to  be  increased  by  stages  accoraing  to  the  rateable  value. 

Slum  clearance  continued  on  a  small  scale  throughout  the  year,  forty  four  houses 
being  represented  within  Clearance  Areas  and  thirty  seven  individual  unfit  houses 
for  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders. 

Routine  inspections  of  houses  let  in  multiple  occupation  contiunes;  a  total 
of  1,139  visits  were  made  resulting  in  61  informal  notices  being  served.  This  type 
of  letting  appears  to  be  on  the  increase  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  now 
some  2,500  houses  in  the  City  which  are  let  in  this  way.  Up  to  the  present  time 
only  some  400  of  these  have  been  inspected.

This  order  was  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  25th  January  1973,  without 
modification.  Five  of  the  families  were  rehoused  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  Southampton  (Six  Dials  Nos.  I  and  2)  Clearance  Areas  1973 
Formal  rspresentation  of  these  Clearance  Areas  was  made  on  ths  8th  June  1973, 
including  44  unfit  houses.  It  is  expected  that  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
dealing  with  these  properties  will  be  made  early  next  year. 


Individual  Unfit  Houses 

During  the  year  48  houses  were  demolished.  Of  these,  six  were  Demolition 
Orders,  six  were  Closing  Orders,  three  were  demolished  following  undertakings 
given  by  owners  and  33  were  unfit  houses  owned  by  the  Council. 

In  respect  of  the  22  houses  represented  at  the  end  of  1972,  the  Council  made 
five  Demolition  Orders,  13  Closing  Orders  and  four  Closing  Orders  for  parts  of 
buildings. 

During  1973  seven  houses  subject  to  Closing  Orders  were  made  fit  for  habitation 
and  the  orders  determined  under  Section  27  of  the  Housing  Act  1957. 

Representations  of  dwelling  unfit  for  habitation,  in  accordance  with  Section  16 
of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  were  made  in  relation  to  37  houses  and  the  following 
decisions  made: 

5  Demolition  Orders 
14  Closing  Orders 

2  Closing  Orders  for  parts  of  buildings. 

The  Orders  have  not  yet  been  made  in  respect  of  the  remaining  16  houses. 

There  were  also  62  Council  owned  houses  which  were  certified  as  unfit  for 
habitation  during  the  period  under  review.

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FOOD  INSPECTION 


The  inspection  of  home-killed  meat  and  premises  involved  1,410  visits  to  whole¬ 
sale  meat  depots,  butchers  shops  ana  meat  manufacturing  premises.  Unsound 
meat  and  offal  amounting  to  7  tons  15  cwt  I  lb  (7,812  Kg)  were  voluntarily  surren¬ 
dered  and  destroyed. 

Under  the  Imported  Food  Regulations  275  notifications  were  received  from 
various  Port  Health  Authorities  of  food  stuffs,  principally  meat  and  offal  in  sealed 
containers,  passing  without  inspection  through  their  ports  to  destinations  in 
Southampton. 

The  cold  storage  treatment  of  9  carcases  of  beef  affected  with  cysticercus  bovis 
was  supervised  on  behalf  of  neighbouring  authorities. 

Following  an  inspection  of  animal  casings  at  a  local  factory,  3  export  certificates 
were  issued.

For  sampling  purposes  and  the  inspection  of  premises  and  plant  220  visits  were 
made  to  dairies  and  274  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

No  untreated  milk  was  sold  in  the  city. 

Twelve  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  failed  the  methylene  blue  test.  These  failures 
were  investigated  and  further  samples  were  satisfactory.  Four  samples  of  Pasteur¬ 
ised  milk  failed  the  phosphatase  test.  Two  of  these  samples  were  from  a  dairy 
outside  the  area  and  the  appropriate  Local  Authority  was  informed.  The  other 
two  failures  came  from  a  dairy  within  the  City  and  resulted  in  the  complete 
overhaul  of  the  H.T.S.T.  plant  at  the  dairy,  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  Sixty-six  washed  bottles  and  rinses  from  twenty-four  washed  milk 
churns  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Twelve  bottles  were  unsatisfactory.  These  came  from  an  old  plant 
which  has  since  closed  down.  Three  churns  were  unsatisfactory.  The  internal 
surfaces  of  these  churns  were  pitted  and  worn. 

Seventeen  samples  of  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
All  samples  were  found  to  be  heat  treated  and  no  adverse  reports  were  received. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  goat’s  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Labor¬ 
atory  for  the  detection  of  Brucella  or  Salmonella.  All  samples  were  satisfactory.

Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966 

A  total  of  386  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Kingsland  Market,  vehicles 
and  stalls.  Work  carried  out  as  a  result  of  notices  served;  Food  protection 
provided  6.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  one  stallholder  under  the 
Regulations  and  the  result  was  as  follows;  Six  offences  -  Fine  of  £30. 


The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  1963 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  Southampton  and  no  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year. 

Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  City. 

Salmonella  in  Pet  Food 

Ten  samples  of  meat  from  pet  shops  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Labor¬ 
atory.  Salmonella  organisms  were  found  in  2  samples  one  of  the  samples  affected 
by  Salmonella  was  cooked  meat  from  a  knackers  yard.  This  indicates  that  the  meat 
had  not  been  satisfactorily  sterilised,  and  the  information  was  then  passed  to  the 
appropriate  Local  Authority. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926 

Nineteen  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  were  taken  for  examination.  One  of  these 
samples  was  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  follow  up  sample  was  satisfactory. 
Twenty-nine  fertiliser  samples  were  satisfactory. 
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AIR  POLLUTION  CONTROL 
General 

Under  the  provisions  ot  the  Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and  1968,  331  visits  were  made, 
excluding  those  in  connection  with  Smoke  Control  which  are  reviewed  below. 
These  visits  related  to  the  investigation  of  complaints,  smoke  observations  and 
control  or  advisory  visits  in  relation  to  the  installation  or  alteration  of  furnaces 
and  erection  or  replacement  of  chimneys. 

The  number  of  contraventions  recorded  was  less  than  last  year,  there  being 
three  in  relation  to  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  chimneys  under  Section  I 
of  the  1956  Act,  and  six  cases  of  dark  smoke  emission  from  trade  premises  under 
Section  I  of  the  1968  Act.  No  formal  action  was  necessary  and  informal  advice 
and  warnings  resulted  in  the  necessary  improvements. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  the  1968  Act,  relating  to  the  control  of  the 
height  of  chimneys,  approval  was  given  in  I  I  cases,  four  to  be  used  with  oil  fuel 
and  seven  with  gas.  In  relation  to  the  provisions  of  Section  10  of  the  1956  Act, 
approval  was  given  to  the  height  of  13  chimneys  used  in  connection  with  non¬ 
combustion  processes.  In  a  further  13  cases  proposals  to  construct  chimneys 
which  were  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts  were  considered, 
I  I  being  satisfactory  and  two  being  altered  after  advice. 


Smoke  Control  Areas 

During  the  year  one  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  operation,  namely  the 
No.  13  (Highfleld)  Order.  Conversion  of  fireplaces  was  carried  out  smoothly 
and  in  only  a  very  few  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  requiring 
conversions  of  fireplaces  which  had  not  been  converted  voluntarily.  No  work 
was  done  in  default.  The  No.  14  (Hampton  Park)  Smoke  Control  Order  was  made 
in  November  and  confirmation  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  total  of  2,904  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  smoke  control  during  the 
year  and  260  estimates  for  the  general  approval  of  expenditure  and  280  claims 
for  the  payment  of  grant  were  dealt  with.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  over 
13,000  premises  in  the  operative  smoke  control  areas  in  the  City. 


Measurements  of  Air  Pollution 

Measurements  continue  at  five  sites  in  the  city  in  connection  with  the  co-operative 
investigation  conducted  by  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of 
Trade  and  Industry.  Four  sites  are  operated  by  the  Council  in  the  City  centre, 
Shirley,  Kings  Park  Road,  Eastern  Docks  and  Bitterne  Park  and  the  other,  also  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  city  centre,  is  operated  by  the  C.E.G.B.  to  monitor  any 
change  in  the  air  pollution  levels  as  a  result  of  the  operation  of  Fawley  Gener¬ 
ating  Station. 

The  results  for  1972-73  continue  to  show  an  overall  fall  in  the  amount  of  smoke 
recorded  and  reflect  the  advantages  gained  from  smoke  control  and  the  general 
trend  towards  modern  heating  methods.  Levels  now  being  recorded  are  only 
one  quarter  of  those  which  existed  in  the  late  I950’s. 

Sulphur  dioxide  levels  were  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Southampton  but 
unlike  smoke,  the  long  term  trend  appears  to  be  for  levels  to  remain  relatively 
constant.  However,  Southampton  levels  compare  favourably  with  the  national 
urban  average  and  there  is  no  indication  of  any  health  hazard  in  the  City  due  to 
high  concentrations  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

Traffic  Noise 

Following  the  proposals  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  towards  the  end 
of  1972  outlining  legislation  for  compensation  and  sound  insulation  in  respect 
of  dwellings  affected  by  major  road  schemes,  work  was  commenced  to  assist  the 
highway  engineers  on  noise  predictions.

During  the  year  predicted  noise  levels  and  proposals  for  protective  noise 
barriers  were  provided  for  two  major  highway  schemes  and  evidence  was  given 
in  support  of  the  Council’s  proposals  at  the  subsequent  Public  Local  Enquiries 
in  each  case.  Work  was  also  done  on  traffic  noise  predictions  relative  to  housing 
sites  and  sites  for  public  buildings. 


Offensive  Trades 

Consent  was  granted  to  carry  on  offensive  trades  in  respect  of  four  dealers 
in  rags,  one  bone  dealer  and  one  large  factory  carrying  on  gut  scraping,  edible 
fat  extraction  and  inedible  fat  extraction.  All  the  dealers’  premises  were  satis¬ 
factory  but  the  position  regarding  the  animal  by-products  factory  continued  to 
cause  concern. 

The  operations  at  Millbrook  of  the  animal  by-products  factory  had  given  rise 
to  odour  nuisance  and  large  volume  of  complaint  each  year  since  it  was  opened 
eleven  years  ago  and  there  is  a  long  history  of  litigation.  The  Council  during  the 
year  commenced  proceedings  in  the  High  Court  for  an  injunction  and  an  adjoining 
occupier  on  the  industrial  estate  also  commenced  private  injunction  proceedings. 

In  view  of  the  considerable  pressure  thereby  exerted  on  the  Company  they 
closed  their  edible  and  inedible  fat  extraction  process  in  October  and  sold  the 
processing  equipment  which  was  removed  from  the  factory. 

The  private  injunction  proceedings  were  settled  in  December  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  the  Council  were  considering  courses  of  action  in  relation  to  their  own 
writ  and  the  various  consents  to  carry  on  offensive  trades  held  by  the  Company. 

During  the  year  129  complaints  were  received  regarding  odours  from  the  large 
factory  and  a  total  of  479  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  offensive  trades  generally, 
almost  exclusively  in  connection  with  this  factory. 


Haird  ressers’  Premises 

The  Southampton  Corporation  Act  1937  requires  persons  carrying  on  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  hairdressing  to  register  their  premises  with  the  Council  and  Bye-laws, 
made  under  the  Act,  control  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises. 

There  are  147  ladies’  and  67  gentlemen’s  hairdressing  businesses  on  the  register, 
a  small  proportion  being  combined  ladies  and  gents  salons.  The  number  of  premises 
concerned  is  199. 

Sixty-six  visits  specifically  in  connection  with  this  Act  were  made,  but  in 
addition  others  were  made  in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963.  The  general  standard  of  the  premises  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


Radio  Active  Substances  Act  i960 

There  are  32  certificates  effective  to  keep  and  use  radioactive  substances  on  or 
in  connection  with  22  premises  in  the  city.  On  receipt  of  each  new  or  amended 
certificate  issued  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  those  who  may  be 
affected,  namely  Police,  Fire,  Water  and  Engineering  departments  are  informed. 
During  the  year  6  new  or  amended  certificates  were  received. 


Shops  Act  1950 

The  number  of  visits  made  was  302  and  many  of  these  were  made  in  combination 
with  visits  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  and  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970. 

Informal  warnings  were  given  on  40  occasions,  these  being  related  in  2  in¬ 
stances  to  the  employment  of  assistants,  3  instances  relating  to  shop  hours  and 
in  35  cases  to  infringements  in  connection  with  Sunday  Trading. 
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Early  in  the  year,  enquiries  were  made  by  a  London  group  of  companies  re¬ 
garding  the  opening  of  a  Sunday  market  in  the  centre  of  the  City.  Advice  was 
given  that  such  a  market  would  appear  to  be  illegal  and  that  both  organisers  and 
stall  holders  would  be  liable  to  prosecution. 

In  spite  of  this  advice,  a  market  was  opened  in  June  and  each  stall  holder  and 
the  organiser  was  warned  in  writing  that  if,  on  a  subsequent  Sunday,  any  offence 
was  seen,  proceedings  would  be  taken. 

There  was  some  publicity  about  the  matter  but  following  the  warnings  the 
market  ceased. 

it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  during  the  year. 


Rag,  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  to  use  filling  materials  is  14 
there  being  one  additional  registration  during  the  year.  There  are  no  premises 
licensed  to  manufacture  or  store  flock. 

Seven  formal  samples  of  filling  materials  were  taken  and  submitted  to  a  pre¬ 
scribed  analyst  and  all  were  found  satisfactory. 

Seven  informal  samples  of  stuffed  toys  were  also  examined  by  the  analyst  and  in 
four  cases  the  filling  materials  failed  to  comply  with  the  required  standards  of 
cleanliness. 

These  four  toys  were  two  teddy  bears,  imported  from  China  and  Korea 
respectively,  a  golliwog  made  in  Britain  and  a  rag  doll  imported  from  Poland. 

In  each  case  enquiries  were  made  of  the  importers  or  manufacturer  and  these 
proved  most  protracted.  Importation  of  the  bears  from  China  and  Korea  was 
discontinued  by  the  companies  concerned  until  they  could  be  absolutely  certain 
that  they  were  satisfactory  and  the  importers  of  the  rag  doll  also  cancelled  all 
contracts  with  the  Polish  manufacturer. 

In  view  of  the  co-operative  attitude  of  the  importers  in  these  cases  it  was  not 
considered  appropriate  to  take  formal  action. 

Thirty-one  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  Act  during  the  year. 


CONSUMER  PROTECTION 
The  Toys  (Safety)  Regulations  1967 

Eight  informal  painted  toy  samples  were  obtained  during  the  pre-Christmas 
period  and  submitted  for  analysis  of  the  paint  for  toxic  metals.  Seven  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory  but  in  a  sample  of  ten  coloured  crayons  imported  from  Yugo¬ 
slavia  the  paint  on  the  black  crayon  contained  excess  lead  and  chromium.  From 
enquiries  this  appeared  to  be  an  isolated  case  and  no  formal  action  was  taken. 


DISPOSAL  OF  POISONOUS  WASTE  ACT  1972 

The  purpose  of  the  Act  is  to  ensure  that  no  poisonous  waste  is  removed  from  any 
premises  or  deposited  anywhere  without  prior  notification  to’the  Local  Authority. 
There  is  also  a  general  prohibition  on  depositing  poisonous  waste  so  as  to  give 
rise  to  an  environmental  hazard  and  persons  convicted  of  an  offence  are  liable 
to  heavy  fines  and/or  imprisonment. 

During  the  year  145  notifications  were  received  of  the  removal  or  disposal  of 
such  waste.  There  were  113  notifications  in  respect  of  the  periodic  removal  of 
waste  from  premises  within  the  City  and  33  cases  where  waste  was  brought  into 
the  City  for  disposal  from  premises  outside  the  City.

Of  the  waste  produced  in  the  City  almost  all  was  deposited  elsewhere.  Some 
went  to  tips  as  far  afield  as  Essex  and  Dorset,  but  a  large  proportion  was  removed 
to  the  treatment  plant  operated  by  Re-Chem  International  Limited  at  Hedge  End 
in  an  adjoining  Authority.  Here  wastes  can  be  chemically  treated  to  produce 
non-toxic  residues  or  in  some  cases  valuable  constituents  can  be  recovered  and 
re-cycled. 

The  waste  coming  to  the  City  was  primarily  oil  waste  and  sludge  and  was  treated 
and  incinerated  at  the  disposal  plant  operated  by  Burweld  Cleaning  Limited  at 
Woolston.  In  all  213,000  gallons  of  liquid  waste  and  577  tons  of  semi-solid  or  solid 
waste  were  removed  from  premises  in  the  City  for  disposal,  and  313,000  gallons 
of  liquid  waste  were  brought  into  the  City  for  disposal. 

156  visits  were  made  regarding  the  enforcement  of  the  Act.  Advice  was  given  in 
a  number  of  instances,  but  no  cases  of  illegal  depositing  of  waste  were  found. 


PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT  1933 

The  sale  of  scheduled  poisons  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List  is  supervised  in  shops 
other  than  chemists  employing  qualified  pharmacists.  These  poisons  are  contained 
in  such  products  as  household  disinfectants,  weed-killers,  horticultural  insecti¬ 
cides,  descaling  compounds,  hair  colouring  preparations  and  visits  are  made  to 
control  labelling,  storage  containers  and  other  matters.  The  number  of  inspections 
was  36.  There  were  nine  new  entries  on  the  Part  II  register  during  the  year  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  premises  on  the  register  was  127.

I.  Source  of  Supply  for: 

(a)  The  District 

The  drinking  water  is  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  and  is  derived 
from  wells  and  boreholes  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne  and  Twyford,  and  from 
intakes  on  the  Rivers  Itchen  and  Test  at  Otterbourne  and  Testwood  respectively. 

(b)  Shipping 

The  Southampton  Corporation  supplies  all  water  for  shipping  requirements  to 
the  whole  of  the  Southampton  Docks  managed  by  the  British  Transport  Docks 
Board,  the  wharves  at  Marchwood,  Eling  and  Redbridge  on  the  River  Test;  the 
wharves  on  the  River  Itchen;  and  oil  jetties  at  Fawley  and  Hamble  in  Southampton 
Water. 


2.  Reports  of  tests  for  contamination  for: 

(a)  The  District 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Southampton,  for  bacteriological  examination;  of  this 
number  I  sample  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  remedial  measures  were 
carried  out. 

Special  sampling  taps  are  installed  at  the  following  locations  within  the  dock 
area  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  purity  of  the  water  supply: 
carried  out. 

(1)  H.M.  Custom  House  Eastern  Docks 

(2)  Transformer  House  Western  Docks  (East  end) 

(3)  Pump  House  Western  Docks  (West  end) 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  monthly  from  each  of  these  taps  by  the  department 
of  Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager  and  submitted  for  examination. 

(b)  Shipping 

159  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  for  examination;  16  samples  were 
found  to  be  below  the  standard  of  purity  desirable  for  ships  supplies.  Remedial 
measures  were  prescribed  to  the  masters,  owners  or  agents  of  the  vessels  con¬ 
cerned.

3.  Precautions  Taken  Against  Contamination  of  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes 

Hydrants  used  for  supplying  water  for  vessels  are  of  the  recessed  type  built 
into  the  quayside  structure,  and  extension  to  the  hydrant  is  provided  by  a  short 
stand  pipe  which  enables  the  supply  hosepipe  to  be  connected  above  the  quay 
level.  In  practice,  as  a  precautionary  measure,  the  stand  pipe  is  “flushed”  on  each 
occasion  before  the  hosepipe  is  connected. 
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When  not  in  use,  the  stand  pipe  is  disconnected,  hydrant  capped  and  the  well 
is  then  covered  by  a  protective  close-fitting  plate  set  flush  with  the  quayside. 

Hosepipes  used  for  connecting  the  hydrants  to  vessels  are  of  the  plastic  type 
lined  with  rubber. 

All  stand  pipes  and  hosepipes,  when  not  in  use,  are  stored  in  special  boxes  at 
positions  throughout  the  docks. 

The  British  Transport  Docks  Board  provides  two  special  depots  within  the 
docks  area  for  the  maintenance  of  all  equipment  used  in  supplying  vessels  with 
water. 

The  hydrants,  hosepipes,  etc.,  and  the  storage  and  maintenance  depots  are 
inspected  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  by  inspectors  of  the  Port  Health 
Authority. 

4.  Number  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  Water  Boats,  and  Power  of  Control  by  the 
Authority. 

10  tugs,  owned  by  the  principal  towing  companies  in  the  port,  are  equipped  for 
supplying  drinking  water  to  vessels  which  do  not  berth  at  the  docks  or  local  oil 
jetties. 

2  vessels  are  also  operated  for  supplying  water  to  yachts  and  other  small  craft 
moored  within  the  Port  Health  District. 

The  suitability  of  these  vessels  for  water-carrying  purposes,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  and  maintenance  of  the  water  tanks  and  equipment,  have  been  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

All  the  vessels  are  maintained  and  controlled  under  commercial  or  private 
ownership. 


Section  VI — Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970 

I.  List  of  Infected  Areas  Regulation  (6) 

Arrangements  for  the  preparation  and  amendment  of  the  list,  the  form  of  the 
list,  the  persons  to  whom  it  is  supplied,  and  the  procedure  for  supplying  it 
to  those  persons. 

Under  Regulation  6,  a  complete  list  of  areas  and  seaports,  in  which  a  onfirmed 
or  suspected  cases  of  quarantinable  diseases  have  occurred  during  the  past  4  weeks 
is  compiled  by  the  Port  Health  Authority.  The  information  is  obtained  from  the 
weekly  Epidemiological  Record  issued  by  the  World  Health  Organisation,  and 
is  revised  as  and  when  necessary. 

The  list  is  forwarded  in  letter  form  to  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  for  distribution 
to  all  Preventive  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  engaged  on  boarding 
duties,  and  to  all  Inward  Pilots  engaged  within  the  Port  and  district  of  South¬ 
ampton. 


2.  Radio  Messages 

(a)  Arrangements  for  sending  permission  by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the 
district.  (Regulation  13). 

Southampton  is  not  a  radio  transmitting  port  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Regulation. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  receiving  messages  by  radio  from  ships  and  for  acting 
thereon.  (Regulation  14  (I)  (a)  and  (2)). 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  reception  (and  decoding  if  necessary)  of 
wireless  messages  sent  direct  to  the  Port  Health  Office  and  the  telegraphic 
address  of  ‘Portelth  Southampton’  has  been  registered  by  the  Post  Office  for  this 
purpose. 

Wireless  messages  which  are  not  sent  direct  are  received  through  approved 
shipping  agents  who  have  satisfied  this  Authority  that  they  possess  facilities  for 
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receiving  such  messages  at  all  times  of  the  day  or  night,  and  can  undertake  prompt 
transmission  to  the  Port  Health  Office  or  to  the  duty  officer,  of  any  messages 
received  by  them  relating  to  the  state  of  health  on  board. 

Upon  receiving  a  wireless  message  indicating  infectious  disease  on  board, 
any  special  action  required  and  deemed  necessary  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  for 
the  mooring  or  berthing  of  the  vessel  or  for  the  detention  at  a  Mocring  Station 
is  given  as  a  directive  to  the  Agents  for  the  guidance  of  the  Master,  and  the  vessel 
is  boarded  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  immediately  upon  arrival. 

3.  Notifications  Otherwise  than  by  Radio  (Regulation  14(1)  (b)). 

Arrangements  for  receiving  notifications  otherwise  than  by  radio  and  for 
acting  thereon. 

The  Waterguard  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  maintain  a  continuous  launch 
patrol  of  Southampton  Water  throughout  the  day  and  night,  and  any  case  of 
sickness  coming  to  their  notice,  which  has  not  previously  been  reported  by  the 
Master,  is  notified  to  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  British  Transport  Docks  Board  signal  stations  also  report  any  vessel 
observed  to  be  displaying  a  signal  indicating  circumstances  requiring  tl.e  attention 
of  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

Upon  receiving  a  message,  the  vessel  is  boarded  by  a  Port  Medical  Officer  as 
soon  as  possible  at  its  place  of  anchorage,  or  immediately  on  arrival  at  the  berth. 

4.  Mooring  Stations  (Regulation  22  to  30) 

Situation  of  Stations,  and  any  standing  directions  issued  under  these  Regu¬ 
lations. 

The  following  Mooring  Stations  have  been  established  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Customs  and  Harbour  Authorities. 

Inner  Mooring  Station — Netley  Anchorage  (Small  ships  only) 

Outer  Mooring  Station — Cowes  Roads  or  Motherbank  area  (At  Pilot’s  discretion) 
(The  above  Mooring  Stations  came  into  operation  17.9.71). 

5.  Arrangements  for — 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  (other  than  smallpox — see 

Section  VII) 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  such  accom¬ 
modation.  Beds  are  available  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  Southampton 
Western  Hospital,  and  in  the  event  of  the  hospital  being  full,  arrangements  are 
made  for  patients  to  be  accommodated  in  isolation  hospitals  situated  outside  the 
area. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts 

The  declaration  of  address  and  notification  of  change  of  address  system  is  in 
operation  for  contacts  disembarking  at  the  port. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  to  which  passengers  are  proceeding 
is  informed  by  letter,  and  telephone,  when  necessary,  giving  full  particulars; 
contacts  remaining  in  the  city  are  kept  under  observation  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

A  similar  surveillance  and  notification  procedure  is  applied  to  any  members  of 
crew  whether  leaving  the  ship,  remaining  on  board  at  Southampton,  or  proceeding 
in  the  vessel  to  another  port. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other  articles. 

Disinfection  by  formalin  spray,  together  with  the  thorough  cleansing  of  living 

quarters  and  hospital  accommodation  is  carried  out  on  all  ships  after  the  removal 
of  infectious  cases  and  infected  bedding  from  the  quarters. 

Disinfection  is  normally  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
but  in  some  instances  the  work  is  carried  out  by  the  shipping  companies  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Port  Health  Inspector. 

Contacts  and  other  persons  requiring  disinfection  are  taken  to  the  Corporation 
Disinfecting  Station,  where  fully  equipped  bathrooms  are  available.  All  infected 
bedding,  clothing  and  other  articles  removed  from  ships  are  also  dealt  with  at  the 
Station  by  means  of  steam  disinfectors. 
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Section  VII — Smallpox 

1.  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  Smallpox  cases  are  sent  from  the  District: 
Weyhill  Hospital,  near  Andover. 

2.  Arrangements  for  transport  of  such  cases  to  that  Hospital  by  Ambulance, 
giving  the  name  of  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  Ambulance  and  the 
Vaccinal  State  of  the  Ambulance  Crews: 

The  Southampton  Corporation  control  and  maintain  a  fleet  of  Ambulances  at 
the  Health  Centre,  East  Park  Terrace,  and  the  transport  of  such  cases  to 
hospital  is  effected  by  an  ambulance  from  the  depot. 

All  crews  are  offered  vaccination  annually. 

3.  Name  of  Smallpox  Consultant  available: 

Dr.  Angus  McGregor,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

4.  Facilities  for  Laboratory  Diagnosis  of  Smallpox: 

All  material  from  smallpox  or  suspected  smallpox  cases  for  which  laboratory 
diagnosis  is  required,  is  sent  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Colindale 
Avenue,  The  Hyde,  London,  N.W.9. 


Section  VIII — Venereal  Disease 

Information  as  to  the  location,  days  and  hours  of  the  available  facilities  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  disease  among  merchant  seamen  under 
international  arrangements,  including  in-patient  treatment  and  the  steps  taken  to 
make  these  facilities  known  to  seamen. 

The  treatment  centre  in  Bullar  Street,  Southampton,  and  a  clinic  situated  in 
the  Eastern  Docks  are  devoted  entirely  to  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases,  and 
provide  all  facilities  for  treatment  for  sailors  under  the  International  Convention. 

The  two  clinics  are  open  at  the  following  times: 

Town  Clinic:  Monday  to  Friday  0900-1200  hours 

1700-1900  hours 

Dock  Clinic:  Monday  to  Friday  0900-1000  hours 

1600-1700  hours 
Saturday  0900-1000  hours 

The  Centres  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  full-time  medical  officer  and  facilities 
are  provided  for  daily  treatment.  The  treatment  centres  have  the  full  co-operation 
of  ships’  surgeons  and  shipping  companies,  who  accept  certificates  of  fitness  to 
resume  duty  issued  by  the  medical  officer. 

Cases  of  venereal  disease  on  board  vessels  in  the  port  coming  to  the  notice  of 
the  port  medical  officers,  are  referred,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  centre  in 
Bullar  Street,  and  subsequently  receive  further  treatment  either  at  the  centre  or 
at  the  clinic  situated  in  the  docks. 

Notice  giving  particulars  about  these  diseases  are  fixed  in  all  the  public  con¬ 
veniences  in  the  docks.

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at  the  port,  and  ip  special  circumstances  daily  inspections  of  ships’  holds  are 
carried  out  during  the  period  of  the  discharge  of  cargoes. 

2.  Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological  examination  of  rodents 
with  special  reference  to  Rodent  Plague,  including  the  number  of  rodents  sent 
for  examination  during  the  year: 

A  proportion  of  all  rats  caught  on  vessels,  and  all  rats  found  dead  from  causes 
not  apparent,  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Southampton  for 
examination. 

3.  Arrangements  in  the  District  for  Deratting  Ships,  the  methods  used,  and,  if 
done  by  a  commercial  contractor,  the  name  of  the  contractor. 

Where  methods  of  trapping  or  poisoning  are  considered  adequate,  shipping 
companies  employ  professional  contractors  for  this  work. 

In  other  cases  of  rat  infestations,  the  deratting  of  ships  is  carried  out  by  fumi¬ 
gation  contractors  using  cyanide  gas  or  methyl  bromide.

Southampton  Airport 

This  airport  was  formally  designated  a  Customs  Airport  in  March,  1962.  The 
Borough  Council  had,  in  1961,  agreed  to  act  as  responsible  authority  under  the 
Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations.  During  the  year,  the  services  operating  did 
not  require  the  attendance  of  a  medical  officer. 


Medical  Arrangements  for  Long-Stay  Immigrants 

The  arrangements  made  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Health  in  a  circular 
letter  dated  4th  January,  1965,  continued  during  the  year. 

620  immigrants  and  dependants  were  notified  by  this  Authority  to  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  for  districts  throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 


The  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1970 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera: 

The  enforcement  of  the  above  regulations  has  been  applied  to  ships  arriving 
from  infected  areas  and  endemic  areas. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  who  arrive  on  such  vessels  and  who 
cannot  produce  a  valid  certificate  are  notified  to  the  medical  officer  of  health 
of  the  districts  to  which  they  state  they  are  proceeding. 

During  1973,  285  notifications  were  sent. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Part  I  of  the  Act  requires  the  Port  Health  Authority  to  secure  as  far  as  is  practicable 
that  their  district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  and  requires  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  any  land  to  take  steps  for  the  destruction  of  the  rats  and  mice. 

The  work  of  rodent  control  on  the  docks  is  undertaken  by  a  firm  of  private 
contractors,  who  work  in  close  liaison  with  the  Port  Health  Authority.  The  port 
health  rodent  officer  makes  inspections  of  the  dock  area  and  premises  with 
the  help  and  advice  of  the  port  health  inspectors  when  necessary. 

148  inspections  were  made  of  dockside  premises.  Any  evidence  of  rodents  was 
reported  to  the  contracting  company  who  immediately  gave  the  necessary 
attention. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  Shipping)  Order,  1951, 
requires  a  local  Authority  to  secure  as  far  as  practicable  that  any  vessel  in  the 
district  which  is  not  a  sea-going  ship  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

53  Rodent  Control  Certificates  were  issued  to  such  ships.  The  certificates  are 
valid  for  four  months  from  the  date  of  issue. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Section  I  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  as  applied  by  Section  20  of  that  Act,  makes  it 
an  offence  to  emit  dark  smoke  from  the  chimney  (funnel)  of  a  vessel  for  periods 
longer  than  those  specified  under  The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels) 
Regulations,  1958,  which  became  operative  1st  June,  1958. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  warn  the  Masters  of  50  British  vessels  and  16  vessels 
of  other  nationalities  in  regard  to  the  emission  of  dark  or  black  smoke.  60 
offences  were  attributed  to  faulty  or  negligent  firing  of  furnaces  whilst  the  vessels 
were  in  port  and  8  were  caused  by  mechanical  defects. 

There  were  5  prosecutions  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  successful. 
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Clean  Air  Act,  1968 

Application  was  made  under  Section  6  for  the  erection  of  boiler  houses  at  the 
following  places  in  the  Dock  area; 

Civil  Works  Yard,  West  Bay  Road,  Western  Docks 
Andrews  Shipside  Services  Ltd.,  No.  10  Gate,  New  Docks 

Approval  was  granted  by  the  Town  Planning  &  Estates  (Plans)  sub-committee, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(i)  That  light  oil  of  not  more  than  35  seconds  Redwood  viscosity  be  used. 

(ii)  The  sulphur  content  not  to  exceed  1% 

(iii)  The  installations  to  be  operated  in  such  a  manner  that  the  chimney  emis¬ 
sions  do  not  cause  a  nuisance  to  persons  employed  in  the  vicinity. 

The  second  application  was  subject  to  an  additional  condition: 

(iv)  That  the  fresh  air  louvred  inlet  in  the  messroom  external  wall  adjacent 
to  the  proposed  flue  to  be  bricked  up,  and  that  the  similar  fresh  air  opening 
to  the  workshop  wall  adjacent  to  the  proposed  flue  to  be  stopped  up  and 
a  sutiable  extractor  fan  to  be  fitted  in  substitution. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970 

In  accordance  with  the  above  Regulations  regular  visits  were  paid  by  the  Port 
Health  Inspectors  to  the  home-going  vessels  in  the  district. 

The  following  irregularities  were  found: 

Only  I  vessel  was  concerned  -  no  “wash  hands”  notices;  no  nail  brush;  general 
cleaning  required  in  bar. 

Passenger  and  Crew  Traffic  Dealt  with  by  the  Authority 

The  number  of  passengers  arriving  at  the  port  from  foreign  ports  was  646,867. 
The  number  of  crew  arriving  from  foreign  ports  was  250,888  and  7,108. 
540,376  passengers  landed  from  1,983  vessels  in  Southampton  Docks;  in  addition 
60  passengers  landed  from  one  vessel  in  Cowes  Roads,  and  57  passengers  landed 
from  two  tenders  in  Southampton  Water. 

Oil  Tankers 

3,499  vessels  arrived  in  the  Authority’s  area  to  discharge  or  load  fuel  oil  or  spirit 
at  the  oil  jetties  at  Pawley  and  Hamble.
